Arkansas Letter. 


J udsonia 
, May 31,1S90. 
To the Editor of the R e pu b l i c a n : 
I send you a few more notes of my 
ob serv ations in this southern land. They 
may not b e especially interesting to all, 
b ut they will serv e to giv e a general 
of this country to many of my friends 
who, unab le to leav e their homes, are 
willing to see with my eyes for the time 
b eing. 
Thursday, John took me southwest 
liv e or six miles, ov er some v ery rough 
roads. 
Some of the land was good, and 
had fine peach, apple and plum orchards, 
and acres of strawb erries and tomatoes. 
Other tracts were so cov ered with stones 
as to b e practically worthless, and for 
miles were uncultiv ated. 
Finally, we 
came to the rich, warm b ottom-lands of 
the Little Red riv er. 
Here were corn 
and cotton-fields in full luxuriance of 
growth. 
Before getting here, we had to 
pass through a gap in the high, rocky 
ridge, running ab out a mile from the 
riv er. 
We were ab out four miles to the 
w est of Judsonia, and turning eastward 
trav elled towards that point, ov er fair 
roads for this country, all the way on the 
south side of the rocky ridge constitu­ 
ting the b luffs of the riv er. 
As we approached Judsonia, we saw 
some immense old-time cotton planta­ 
tions with their gius, b arns, and a town 
of negro houses. 
We also passed their 
fair grounds, b ut I think it will take a 
life-time b efore they can in any respect 
compare with ours. 
As we adv anced, 
the road was along the b anks of the 
riv er, which is a deep, b road stream, 
large enough for the largest steamers at 
this season. 
A most dense forest clothed 
its b anks, and made a pleasant shade for 
the numerous fishers, male and female, 
who, with hook and line, were trying 
their luck. 
As we eutered the town, the greatest 
profusion of roses met our gaze. Ev ery 
kind seemed to b e represented, b ur the 
running v arieties—the Baltimore Belle 
aud the Prairie Queen—excelled all oth­ 
ers, cov ering ev ery foot of the two- 
storied galleries with 
their 
mingled 
m issea of rich white-and-pink b lossoms. 
Their b eauty caunot b e describ ed; it 
must b e seen to b e appreciated. 
Good 
luck awaited me. 
The ev ening b efore, 
a fisherman named Glawson had caught 
agiganticgar, and it was hanging up in a 
shade tree, b y his b lacksmith shop. Its 
length was 7 feet 10 inches; weight 155 
tb s. 
Its general appearance was v ery 
much like that of an alligator, cov ered 
with the same diamond-shaped and im- 
l>erietrab ly hard, scaly hide; with a head 
large and flat; and jaws twelv e inches 
long, filled closely with long, sharp, 
white teeth, from three-fourths to one 
inch in length. 
He was an ugly-look- 
ing customer, as well as dangerous. 
They are generally called alligator gars, 
from their resemb lance to that saurian. 
This fish had ab out a peck of eggs or 
spawn, of a b lue color, and ab out the 
size of b uck-6hot. 
If it had not b een 
killed, there would soon hav e b een a 
uotab le increase in the gar family. 
I noticed, especially in the low lands, 
numerous b unches of the mistletoe on 
the b lack gum trees, 
lu winter it is a 
b eautiful ornament to the b are b ranches, 
and makes us think of old England’s 
festiv e Christmas times, her b lazing 
hearth, hospitab le tab les, warm welcome 
and the mistletoe b ough hanging aloft 
in ev ery hall. 
Yesterday, my son John took me up 
ab out nine miles north, on the famous 
Bearcy and Batesv ille road. 
This is the 
leading road from the north through cen­ 
tral Arkansas \o Little Rock. 
It starts 
from Missouri along Crawley’s Ridge. 
An impassab le swampy country on either 
side compels this course for sixty or 
sev enty miles. 
This was the great 
thoroughfare from the two States. When 
General Curtis took command here, it 
was guarded b y troops stationed at fav ­ 
orab le points from Steprock to Searcy 
Landing, a distance of fourteen or fif­ 
teen miles. 
When I speak of this as a 
great and leading State road, do not for 
a moment imagine tLat it is like any of 
our county or State roads. 
It was not 
laid out b y compass, and had scarcely 
ev er any work done on it. 
I do not b e­ 
liev e there can b e found two miles in a 
straight line any where. The road curv es 
b eautifully through wooded plains, hill­ 
sides and hollows, ev er seeking the most 
practical crossings of stream and moun­ 
tain, gloriously indifferent to distances. 
This road passes in front of my son’s 
home. 
For four miles we saw some excellent, 
weiMilied and improv ed cotton and corn 
farms. 
Then we entered the wild woods, 
where man has not yet marred the na­ 
tural b eauty of tne scene. 
In fiv e miles 
we saw b ut two farms. 
We hav e got a 
strip of fiv e miles north and south b y 
twelv e east and west, extending from 
Little Red to White riv er. 
This is a 
primitiv e 
wilderness of eurprisinglv 
b eautiful and picturesque appearance. 
It is an open woods, the trees mostly 
wide-topped oak, standing at a great 
distance apart, with no underb rush to 
b reak the v iew. 
The ground is cov ered 
b y countless multitudes of b right-tinted 
flowers. 
Fiv e v arieties are yellow, from 
the richest golden to the palest prim­ 
rose. 
The shades of pink, of b lue, of 
white and red mingle in rich profusion. 
The surface for miles is slightly undu­ 
lating, and yon can snrv ey these floral 
b eauties as far as your v ision will extend. 
Among the flowers, the green of the 
wild grasses giv es a b eautiful harmony. 
Thi6 is the happy haunt of many deer, 
who roam these park like woods undis­ 
turb ed, and rear their graceful spotted 
lawns in peace. 
I continually strained 
my eyes to catch a glimpse of some of 
these b eautiful denizens of the grov e, 
b ut in v ain; they were quietly sleeping 
in their sylv an lairs during the noon­ 
day’s heat. 
Gradually the road b ecame rougher 
and more rocky. 
We descended a hill 
nearly a mile, and reached the v alley of 
the turb ulent, rock-encumb ered stream, 


Ten-mile creek, not far from its junction 
with the Little Red. 
It is sub ject to the 
most furious floods, and the trees on its 
b anks, for fifteen or twenty feet high, 
are loaded with leav es and b rush. 
After 
crossing the stream, rich b ottom-.andex­ 
tended to the foot of the stupendous 
and grandly-rough cliffs 
od the north 
side. 
There is b ut this one place (called 
Steprock) where it is possib le to cross 
this grand b arrier. 
Here, originally, 
were layers of rock like stair steps, b y 
which a man could ascend the heights. 
By infinite lab or, from necessity, these 
were b roken and remov ed, and logs and 
b rush, with smaller fragments, made a 
roadway for team?, just passab le. 
For a 
long time, during the war, a strong de­ 
tachment of the Union fcrces occupied 
this pass. 
It was almost an impregnab le 
position. 
In the v alley are still to b e 
seen the water wells dug b y the soldiers. 
After ascending a rock-piled, 6teep in­ 
cline for perhaps 125 feet, you come to 
the b ase of rough, ov erhanging, cleft 
precipices—rocks of sev enty-fiv e to a 
hundred feet in height. 
The face of 
these cliffs are storm-scarred, grisly and 
wild ; yet b ushes spring from ev ery 
crev ice, and the rocks are cov ered with 
a b eautiful gray moss, similar to that 
found on Lookout Mountain, in Tennes­ 
see. 
Ascending to the summit, and fol­ 
lowing its trend to the northeast, we 
look ov er, and find that Ten-mile creek 
run- at the b ase of the precipice, deep 
and turb ulent, and shaded b y a luxuri­ 
ant growth of heav y timb er, whose tops 
are b elow our feet. 
Unless you cau 
hold on to some tree to lock ov er this 
sheer descent of ab out 200 feet into the 
dark waters b elow, an instinctiv e fear of 
falling seizes you ; b ut if you hav e a firm 
grasp or some b ranch or tree, you can 
lean ov er without a qualm. 
The top of 
this mountain is cov ered with oak and 
lofty yellow pine, suitab le for lumb er of 
the most v aluab le quality. 
But some 
years ago a cyclone struck this height, 
and cut a wide swath through the tim­ 
b er. 
One curious fact is, that on neith­ 
er side is tnere a trace of its destructiv e 
power ; prov ing b eyond a doub t that it 
was high up in the air, far ab ov e the 
general surface. 
These cliffs are the 
commencement of a lofty mountain re­ 
gion, extending to the north and west. 
The silence of these solitudes is pro­ 
found and impressiv e. 
No sound, not 
ev en the song of a b ird, or the chatter 
of a squirrel, is heard ; they are only 
found near the cultiv ated fields. 
At an early period of the war, a con­ 
siderab le numb er of Indians were on 
their way to join the union forces at 
Searcy Landing, to act as scouts; and 
on John’s farm (the “ Arnold’s Home ” in 
Arkansas), they were attacked b y a large 
force of reb els, and would hav e b een 
used up; b ut they succeeded in getting 
a messenger through to the Union com­ 
mander, who hastened with all speed to 
the scene of conthct, when a fierce b attle 
ensued, in which a numb er were slain, 
b ut the reb els were utterly routed. The 
open woods, the scene of the b attle, is 
now a cultiv ated field, b ut still ev ery 
year minnie, musket and rifle b alls and 
b ack shot, with b roken b lades, scab ­ 
b ards and other accoutrements, 
are 
plowed up—the mementoes of the ob ­ 
stinate and b loody contest waged here. 
The b oys hav e collected large quantities 
of these. 
Afterwards for a long time 
this farm was occupied b y the loyal men 
of the North, it b eing on the road here­ 
tofore describ ed. 
There is most singular b reed of cats 
here; generally yellow in color, b ut their 
pecular characteristic is a tail not more 
than two inches in length. 
This is nat­ 
ural, and not an ab rév iation of the append­ 
age b y the hand of man. 
Their general 
contour is that of the wild-cat, though 
none of its ferocity or wildness is ob ­ 
serv ed. 
White county has one thing of which 
she may b e justly proud. 
In all the 
county there is not a single saloon. 
This indicates a high moral tone which 
could scarcely b e expected in a new, wild 
and rough country. 
It was a pleasant 
surprise to me, for I had not anticipated 
it. 
I will finish my letter this ev ening, 
June 1st. 
Last night my grandsons, 
Charles and Richard, and their b rother- 
in-law, Cortez C. Waller, went west 
ab out two and a half miles to Little Red 
to fish. 
They set their trout lines, and 
caught six fish, three cat and three 
drum fish. 
The largest cat weighed 
eight and a half, and the largest dram, 
eight; the six fish twenty-nine pounds; 
this was doing first rate. 
To-day we 
hav e feasted on fish of the finest quality. 
I am afraid that this letter is too long. 
It has b een lengthened out b y many un­ 
considered trifles, that I hav e jotted 
down for the entertainment of my old 
friends, who may b e willing, for the time 
b eing, to see Arkansas with my eyes, 
and learn something of its b eauties and 
its b lemishes. 
To-morrow we expect to start for 
Colorado Springs. 
We hav e greatly en­ 
joyed ourselv es here in ev ery respect. 
We eat no meal without the most delic­ 
ious strawb erries.

THE TABERNACLE PULPIT 


SUBLIME VIEWS OF THE GLORIES OF 
HEAVEN. 


Sacram ental and B aptism al Day Sermon 
of Dr. T alm ag e—The Rainbow Seen 
Around the Throne in the A pocaly pse. 
No Sorrow or Sig hing There. 


B r o o k l y n , June 
8 .—This is sacra 
mental and bapftsnial day with the 
Tabernacle cong reg ation, an occasion 
of especial impressiveness. 
The chil­ 
dren were baptized before the sermon 
and the sacrament administered after 
sermon. 
The subject of Dr. Tal mag e’s 
discourse was: “All Troubles Past;” 
and the tex t Rev. iv, 3 : “There was a 
rainbow round about the throne. ” Fol­ 
lowing is the sermon: 
As, after a nig ht of fearful tempest 
at sea, one ship, more stanch than an­ 
other, rides on undamag ed among the 
frag ments of spars and hulks that float 
about, so old Noah’s ark, at the close 
of the delug e, floats on over the wreck 
of a dead world. 
Looking out of the 
window 
of 
the 
ark, y ou see the 
planks of houses, and the sheaves of 
wheat, and the carcasses of cattle, 
and the corpses of men. 
No tower 
is left to toll the burial; no mourn­ 
ers to form in line of procession; no 
g round in which to bury the dead. 
Sinking a line twenty -seven feet long , 
y ou just touch the tops of the moun­ 
tains. 
Ghastliness and horror! 
The 
ark, instead of walking the sea, like a 
modern ship, in majesty and beauty , 
tosses helplessly ; no helm to g uide; no 
sail to set; no shore to steer for. 
Why 
piotract the ag ony of the g ood people 
in such a craft, when they mig ht in one 
dash of the wave have been put out of 
their misery ? 
But at y onder spot in the horizon we 
see colors g athering in the sky ; at just 
the opposite point in the horizon other 
colors are g athering . 
I find tliat they 
are the two buttresses of an arched 
bridg e. 
The y ellow, the red, the or­ 
ang e, the blue, the indig o, the violet 
are ming led, and by invisible hands the 
whole structure is hung into the sky , 
and the ark lias a triumphal arch to 
sail under. 
An Ang el of Lig ht swing s 
his hand across the sky , and in the 
seven prismatic colors he paints with 
pencil of sunbeam the everlasting cov­ 
enant between God and every living 
creature. 
God lifted up that g reat 
arched bridg e and set it over his own 
head in the heaven. 
John saw it, for 
he say s: 4 ‘There was a rainbow round 
about the tlirone. ” 
THE COVENANT OF MERCY. 
I notice that none but the people who 
were in the ark saw the rainbow. 
It 
cast its shadow clear down into the 
water w here the people were buried, 
and lig hted up the dead faces with a 
strang e radiance, but they could not see 
it. So only those who are at last found 
in Christ, the ark, will see the over 
spanning g lories of the throne. 
Hence 
y ou had better g et into the ark! 
As 
y ou call y our family out at the close of 
the shower to show them the sig n in 
heaven, so I wTant y ou all at last to see 
the g rander rainbow round about the 
throne. 
“Look there!” say s Noah to 
his wife, 4 4at that bow in the clouds; 
and, Sheui and Japhet, look! look!— 
the g reen, the y ellow, the red, and the 
orang e I” 
I should not wonder if some 
of y our own cliildren in the g ood land 
should after a while cry out to y ou, 
“Look, father! look, mother! there is 
a rainbow round about the throne!” 
You had better g et into the ark, with 
all y our families, if y ou want to see it. 
I notice also that the chief g lory of 
God comes after the rain. 
No shower, 
uo rainbowT; no trouble, no brig htness 
of Christian consolation. 
Weavers are 
sometimes, by reason of tlieir work, 
dusty and roug h in their apparel; and 
so it is the coarse clad tempest, whose 
hand and foot swing the shuttle, that 
weaves the rainbow. 
Many Christians 
are dull, and stupid, and useless be­ 
cause they have not had disaster enoug h 
to wake them up. 
The brig htest scarf 
that heaven makes is thrown over the 
shoulders of the storm. 
You cannot 
make a thoroug h Christian life out of 
sunshine alone. 
There are some very 
dark hues in the ribbon of the rain­ 
bow ; y ou must have in life the blue as 
well as the orang e. 
Ming ling all the 
colors of the former makes a white 
lig ht; and it takes all the shades and 
sadnesses and vicissitudes of life to 
make the white luster of a pure Chris­ 
tian character. 
Your ehild asks y ou, “Father, what 
makes the rainbow’*” and y ou say , “It 
is the sunlig ht striking throug h the 
rain drops.” Therefore I wondered 
how there could be a rainbow in 
heaven, since there are no storms there; 
but then I conclude that that rainbow 
must be formed by the striking of 
heaven’s sunlig ht throug h the falling 
tears of earthly sorrow. 
When we see 
a man overwhelmed with trouble, and 
his heal til g oes, and his property g oes, 
and his friends g o, I say , “Now we 
shall see the g lory of God in this g ood 
m ans deliverance.” 
As at Niag ara 
Falls I saw, one day , ten rainbows 
spanning the awful plung e of the cata­ 
ract, so over the aby ss of the Christian's 
trial hover the rich hued wing s of all 
the promises. 
EARTH’S BEAUTIES TO BE GLORIFIED. 
I notice that the most beautiful 
thing s of this world are to be preserved 
in heaven. When y ou see the last color 
fade out from the rainbow of earth, 
y ou need not feel sad, for y ou will see 
the rainbow round about the throne. 
That story about the world burning up 
has g iven me many a pang . 
When 1 
read that Paris was besieg ed, I said, 
4‘Now the pictures and statues in the 
Louvre and Lux embourg will be de­ 
stroy ed ; all those faces of Rembrandt, 


and those bold dashes of Rubens, and 
those enchantments of Raphael on can­ 
vas, and those statue* of Canova.” But 
is it not a more melancholy thoug ht 
that ruin is to come*upon this g reat 
g lory of the earth, in which the mount-1 
ains are the chiseled sculptures, and 
upon the sky , in which the 4‘transfig u­ 
ration'’ of sunrise and sunset is hung 
with loops and tassels of tire? 
I was relieved when I found that the 
pictures had been removed from the 
Louvre and the Lux embourg , and I am 
relieved now when I think that the best 
parts of this earth are either to be re­ 
moved or pictured in the Good Land. 
The trees must twist in the last fire— 
the oaks, and the cedars, and the 
maples; but in heaven there shall be 
the trees of life on the bank of the 
river, and the palm trees from which 
the conq uerors shall pluck their branch 
es. 
The Hudson, and the St. Law 
rence, and the Ohio shall boil in the 
last flame, but we shall have more than 
their beauty in the River of Life from 
under the throne. 
The daisies, and the 
portulacas, and the roses of earth will 
wither in the hot sirocco of the judg ­ 
ment, but John tells of the g arlands 
which the g lorified shall wear; and 
there must be flowers, or there could be 
no g arlands. 
The rainbow on our sky , which is 
only the pillow of the dy ing storm, 
must be removed; but then, g lory be to 
God! “there is a rainbow round about 
the throne.” I have but to look up to 
the radiant arch above the throne of 
God to assure my self that the most 
g lorious tiling s of earth are to be pre­ 
served in heaven. 
Then let the world 
bum ; all that is worth saving wall be 
snatched out of the fire. 
THE TWELVE STONES OF BEAUTY. 
I see the same truth set forth in the 
twelve foundations of the wall of heav­ 
en. 
St. John announces the twelve 
foundations of this wail to be, the first, 
of jasper—y ellow and red; the second, 
of sapphire—a deep blue; the third, 
a chalcedony —a varied beauty ; the 
fourth, emerald—a brig ht g reen color; 
to fifth, sardony x —a bluish white; the 
six th, sardius—red and fiery ; the sev­ 
enth, 
chry solite—g olden 
hued; 
the 
eig hth, bery l—a bluish g reen; the ninth, 
topaz—a pale g reen mix ed with y ellow’; 
the tenth, chry soprasus—a g olden blu­ 
ish tint; the eleventh, jacinth—fiery as 
the sunset; the twelfth, amethy st. But 
these precious stones are only the foun­ 
dation of the wall of heaven—the most 
inferior nart of it. 
On the top of this 
foundation there rises a mig hty wall of 
Jasper—of brilliant y ellow and g org eous 
crimson. Stupendous cataract of color! 
Tlirone of splendor and sublimity . 
You see tliat the beautiful colors 
which are the robes of g lory to our 
earth are to be forever preserved in this 
wall of heaven. 
Our skies of blue, 
which sometimes seem almost to drop 
with richness of color, shall be g lorified 
and eternized in the deep everlasting 
blue of that fiery stone which forms the 
second foundation of the heavenly w’all.

There have been day s when it rained 
as if it w’ould never stop. •'/ ; knew, 
if it kept on in that way long , all the 
nations w’ould be drowned; y et y ou 
had no apprehension, for y ou remem­ 
ber the Bow of Promise painted on the 
cloud in Noah’s time. 
So the g lorified 
have but to look to the arch around 
the throne of the King to be reassured 
that the delug e of trial is forever past.

She was 
dressed in ragged clothes and her face 
was b adly b ruised on her left cheek, 
while her right eye was b lack, and the 
side of her face discolored. 
He asked 
an attendant, Miss Christie, ab out the 
b ruises, and she said she knew nothing 
of how they occurred. 
Mr Beckett told Mrs. Miller's story of 
her injuries. 
She said she was sitting 
reading when Miss Christie gave her 
some command, which she did not at 
once ob ey. 
Then Miss Christie and an­ 
other attendant seized her, dragged her 
into her room, threw her upon the floor 
and b eat and choked her until she lost 
consciousness. 
She said she was choked until the 
b lood ran from her m outh and nose, and 
that after she recovered consciousness 
was compelled to wash the b lood from 
the floor.

vice, talked scientifically to the Academy 
of Sciences in Hamilton hall. Colu mb ia 
college, on the su b ject, “The Change in 
Ou r Climate and Its Cau se.” 
“It is the general b elief.” said the 
speaker, “that ou r climate is u ndergoing 
a change. Scientifically , little has b een 
done to prove the extent of the change, 
b u t the qu estion is not a new one. 
It 
has b een discu ssed in this cou ntry and 
in Eu rope in past y eaFs withou t any 
definite conclu sions b eing reached. 
N u ta b ie Change*. 
“The most notab le change that has 
occu rred in this vicinity lias b een the 
warm winter months of 1888, 1889 and 
189 0. 
According to the figu res of the 
signal office in this city , the highest 
mean temperatu re in the past nineteen 
vears was 53.5 degrees in i889 , and the 
lowest 4o.6 degrees iD 1875, confining 
the annu al range of mean temperatu re 
to 4.9 degrees and making the annu al 
mean temperatu re 52.3 degrees. 
“The records show that since 1876 
there has b een an increase of heat in this 
city , except in the y ears 1885, 1886 and 
888. These y ears show a slight de­ 
crease; in not a single y ear u p’to 1882 
did we receive ou r fu ll amou nt of heat. 
In most y ears the winters are long and 
severe. 
In 1882 the mean temperatu re 
ju st equ aled the normal. Since then, 
except in the three y ears mentioned, 
there has b een a su rplu s of b eat and in 
the past two y ears the su rplu s has b een 
most marked. 
C oldest Y ear on R ecord . 
“The y ear 1875 was the coldest on rec­ 
ord, and showed a deficiency of 1.029 de­ 
grees, while the y ear 1889 was the warm­ 
est on record and had an excess of forty - 
five degrees. The most noticeab le change 
and increase of heat b egan with the 
month of Novemb er, 1888. The greatest 
excess took place in the winter months. 
The month of Au gu st shows a defici­ 
ency , and, strange to say . the mean tem­ 
peratu re in that month du ring the jjast 
eight y ears has b een b elow the normal. 
“The months of Ju ly and Septemb er 
show a loss of heat du ring the past two 
y ears, b u t not as great a loss as the 
month of Au gu st. Since Jan. 1, 189U, 
we find the same excess, only to a 
greater extent, than in 18s9 . The great 
increase in heat enab les u s to determine 
b ey ond a dou b t that a change has taken 
place in ou r climate, and assu res u s of 
two things: 
“First, that the greatest excess of heat 
occu rs in ou r coldest months, modify ing 
them to su ch an extent as to make them 
compare favorab ly with ou r sou thern 
winters, and second, that the months of 
Ju ly , Au gu st and Septemb er have a 
tendency to b e cooler than the mean. It 
is b elieved that the su mmer months will 
greatly redu ce the su rplu s heat already 
recorded. 
“If not, the coming winter mu st b e 
decidedly colder than u su al, to b ring 
the mean temperatu re for the y ear with­ 
in the range of the paat nineteen y ear» . 
Otherwise, the theory that ou r clu nate 
is changing will b e strengthened. Now, 
the qu estion arises, what has b een the 
cau se of the change ? 
“Within the past y ear or so. most 
storms have traveled across the cou ntry 
north of the city , and have followed 
eachlother in su ch rapid/su ecession that it 
was onlv on su ch rare occasions that an 
area of high pressu re with a cold wave 
cou ld slip down from the northwest and 
overspread this part of the cou ntry . 
“Du ring the months of Decemb er, 
1889, and Janu ary and Feb ru ary , 189 0, 
only one storm center passed sou th of 
this city , which is one fact in accou nt­ 
ing for a scarcity of cold weather. These 
months emb race twenty -eight well de­ 
fined storm centers which passed north 
of this city , each in tu rn cau sing a 
steady flow of warm air from the sou th 
over the central valley s and this section. 
“In former y ears, while a majority of 
the storms passed north of this city , the 
interval of time b etween their passage 
was longer and thev were generally fol­ 
lowed b y an area oi high pressu re which 
extended over a greater part of the 
cou ntry , and their severity was partly 
spent b efore reaching the Atlantic coast. 
The nu mb er of storms that passed off 
the coast sou th of New York averaged 
ab ou t one-third the nu mb er that passed 
north of the city . Each of the former 
drew a cold wave over the city . 
I r r iga tion Does It. 
“In my research I fou nd that many of 
the storni6 originated in the great inter­ 
ior plateau of the Rocky mou ntains. 
These fcstorms invariab ly passed over the 
irrigated lands of either Colorado or 
Wy oming and sometimes Neb raska and 
Kansas. 
“Storms from the northwest and sou th­ 
west, with few exceptions, took the 
same cou rse across some of the states 
mentioned where irrigation 
existed. 
Some appeared to b e drawn hu ndreds of 
miles ou t of their natu ral cou rse into 
the irrigated region 
Du ring 1888 sixty - 
two storms passed directly over or into 
the irrigated region, while in 1889 the 
nu mb er was sixty -seven. 
“All storms, like electric cu rrents, 
follow a path of the least atmospheric 
resistance. 
An increase of moistu re 
offers extra attraction. The immense 
area of cou ntry su rrou nding the irri­ 
gated lands offers resistance to a storm’s 
movement on accou nt of its dry ness. 
“In my opinion the fu rther change in 
ou r climate depends entirely u pon irri­ 
gation. If the lands in the northwest 
are first reclaimed the effect wou ld b e 
to have a continu ance of storm tracts 
over the higher latitu des. 
“On the other hand, shou ld lands in 
the sou thwest b e first reclaimed the 
storms wou ld take their former cou rse 
and a greater nu mb er wou ld pass off the 
coast sou th of New York, thu s drawing 
u pon the city cold waves, as in previou s 
y ears. ” 
Sergt. Donne illu strated his remarks 
b y means of maps showing the paths and 
extent of storms.

In R e ve rsin g the Engine*. 
L ondon , Ju ne 10.—The Anchor line 
steamer City of Rome. Capt. Yong. from 
New York, May 31. arrived at Qu eens­ 
town at 10 o’clock Su nday morning. The 
vessel had a narrow escape from de­ 
stru ction at Fastnet. She made land in 
a dense fcg at 4 o’clock. 
She was go­ 
ing slowly and was taking sou ndings 
when, notwithstanding the care exer­ 
cised, she stru ck Fastnet rock, ab ou t 
three miles seaward off Crook Haven, 
b ow on. 
Her foot got on the rock, and, b u t for 
the promptitu de display ed in reversing 
the engines, a great fatality wou ld have 
b een recorded. 
Passengers, who were 
interviewed, sav the steamer tremb led 
all over when su e stru ck the rock. 
For 
a time there was intense alarm on l>oard, 
the density of the fog adding to the 
ominou s character of the situ ation. The 
passengers were finally qu ieted b y the 
repeated assu rances of the commander 
and other officers of the steamer that 
not the slightest danger existed. 
The fu fi extent of the damage will 
not b e ascertained u ntil the vessel is 
docked at Liverpool. Her stem is b roken 
at the peak, and she shipped a large 
volu me of water forward. 
The steamer 
started for Liverpool at 11 o’clock, pro­ 
ceeding at half spwd. 
The passengers presented to the cap­ 
tain of the City of Rome an address, 
commending hi? care and skill. 
It is ru mored that the fog-gu n on 
Fastnet rock was not fired u ntil after 
the City of Rome had stru ck. 
R a c in g S hou ld Be S topped . 
The accident to the steamer City of 
Rome, althou gh attended b y no inju ry 
or loss of life to passengers or crew, 
elicits general condemnation of the prac­ 
tice of racing, which has b ecome the 
ru le rather than the exception with 
trans-Atlantic passenger vessels. 
It is 
tru e that the passengers 
themselves 
u nited in praise of the captain and his 
officers, b u t that is an act sc» u niversally 
indu lged in b y the patrons of ocean 
liners that it has long since b ecome in­ 
significant 
and 
in most cases per­ 
fu nctory . 
Despite the complimentary resolu tions, 
it is b ey ond qu estion that the vessel had 
an extremely narrow escape from going 
to the b ottom, and it is also plain that 
the passengers were thorou ghly fright­ 
ened and adequ ately estimate their dan­ 
ger. 
The extent of the dami 
to the 
ship ij? b elieved to b e greater than was 
admitted at Qu eenstown. 
It is stated 
that the b oard of trade will take imme­ 
diate and effective action to repress 
ocean racing b y the imposition of su ch 
penalty for tu tu re infraction of their 
prohib itive measu res as will deter anv 
steamship owner or officer from indu l­ 
gence in the practice.

crushing to death two children and se­ 
v erely injuring

others. 
Sev eral 
other building s were wrecked 
by the 
storm. 
Lig htning burned out about half the 
telephone box es of Salem, Mass. 
The deaths from the storm disaster at 
Bradshaw, Neb., are reported at fifteen, 
and the destruction of property at $223,- 
000. 
Drunken Indians attacked a g ov ern- 
meat surv ey ing party in the Upper Green 
Riv er country , Wy oming , because they 
were refused more liquor, and killed Chief 
Eng ineer 
Crittenden and three chain- 
bearers. 
Two men were perhaps fatally scalded 
by the bursting of a raashtub in the Sny ­ 
der distillery at Milton, Ky . 
An Ohio Riv er railroad train, carry ing 
Baltimore and Ohio officials en route to 
Wheeling , W. Va., was wrecked at Clar- 
ing ton Station, the train jumping the 
track and g oing ov er a trestle twenty 
feet hig h, turning upside down.

considered remarkable that none were 
killed. 
Sev eral, howev er, were seriously 
injured. 
A tornado at Chester, Iowa, demolished

Sev en j’oung men, of a fishing party of 
eig ht, were drowned in Dorchester Bay , 
Mass., Sunday . 
During a fire in Philadelphia twelv e 
barrels of g asoline ex ploded and elev en 
firemen were badly burned; some of them 
will probaly die. 
A train on 
the 
Northwestern road 
jumped the track near Freeport, 111., and 
four section hands who were working near 
by were crushed to neath. 
The eng ineer 
also was killed. 
At Chats worth, III., burg lars blew open 
a safe in Brown’s bank. 
As a result the 
building took fire and sev enteen stone 
building s, comprising the main block of 
the town, were burned. 
A collision of freig ht trains occurred on 
the Wabash railroad near Warrenton, 
III., Monday , which resulted in the death 
of sev en men who were in the cars with 
race horses en route from Lationia to 
Kansas City . 
Fifteen horses were killed. 
Four of the trainmen were injured but not 
seriously . The names of the dead men are 
not known. 
While Frederich Hoffman, a Cincinnati 
painter, was using a “ blower” for the 
remov al of old paint, the g asoline res­ 
erv oir ex ploded. 
Hoffmaa was frig ht­ 
fully burned, and it is not ex pected that 
he will recov er.

This powder acts on the stomach when 
the stomach teeth are coming throu gh 
and makes them good and strong.” 


Shearing by E lectricity . 
Sheep are now sheared by electricity 
in 
Au stralia, Frederick 
Wolseley , a 
brother of Lord Wolseley , hav ing in­ 
v ented a machine for the pu rpose. The 
method of u sing the shears is v ery sim­ 
ple, the operator hav ing merely to throw 
a friction wheel 
into adju stment by 
means of a handle, and then pu sh the 
comb into the wool, pressing it continu ­ 
ou sly forward and keeping it as closely 
as possible to the body of the animal be­ 
ing operated u pon. From one to one hu n­ 
dred shears can be operated at one time. 
By this mode the shearing is done more 
mercifu lly than when done by hand 
shears.—Ex change.
